Figures showing that« depression 
lopped $26 631,000,000 off the na- 
tion's business from 1930 to 1934, 
inclusive, 
were 
made 
available 


for the first time today by the 
commerce department. 


The figures were estimates show- 
ing how much income the nation 
produced, that is th value of goods 
and services, against the amount 
it paid out, or dollars actually dis- 
tributed in wages, dividends and 
the like, 
In 1934 the loss was $1,628,000,- 


000, a drop of about half from the 
loss of $3,051,000,000 in 1933. The 
loss occurred despite a gain In the 
national income from $44,940,000,- 
000 in 1933 to $50.189,000,000 in 
1934. 


The loss represents the amount 
the country's corporations drew 
from their previously established 
surpluses to pay'dividends, wages 
and other expenses. 
They paid 


out more than they produced in 
every year since 1929, when there 
was a business saving of $2,402,- 
000,000. 
In 1934 the value of goods ana 
services, minus the value of raw 
faterials used and plant equip- 
ment worn out, was $48,561,000,000. 
But income paid out—the national 
income—was. $50,189,000,000. 
So 
that business drew $1,628,000,000 
from its surplus to make these 
payments. 


The value of the goods and ser- 
vices was, however, much greater 
than in 1933. .when it was $41,- 
889,000,000.

The lofty level of 74,000 feet— 


34,000 feet out in the stratosphere' 
—was the balloonists' fondest goal.1 
If authenticated from their instru- 
ments it will mean a world alti- 
tude record far beyond that unof- 
ficially credited to three Russian 
balloonists who last year soared 
to 72,176 feet. 


The Russians were killed when 
their craft collapsed. 


"It will take about three hours 
to get down," Capt. Stevens told 
his ground crew by radio. "We'r« 
going to try to come down very;

STARS OUT OF PLACE. 


, 
The Big Dipper, other- 


wise known as Ursa Major 
(Great Bear) and Charles' 
W a i n (Charlemagne's 
Wagon), is slowly getting 
bent out of shape. In 50,- 
000. years, says Sidney W. 
McCuskey of the Harvard 
Observatory, it will be un- 
recognizable. 


We can stand it. But the 


fact is interesting, because 
the Dipper is merely doing 
what nearly all the other 
constellations 
are 
doing. 


'The "fixed stars" are all 


moving, just like our own 
parent star the Sun. They 
move in various directions, 
astronomers say, and 
be- 


sides, the whole galaxy that 
we call the Milky Way, of 
which we are a .part, is 
whirling like a pimyheel, so 
that relative positions are 
continually changing. Even 
the North Star itself shifts, 
In a few hundred or thou- 
sand years the changes be- 
come obvious. 


This fact, only proved in 


the 'last half-century, may 
account for the descriptive 
names of many constella- 
tions, especially signs of the 
zodiac, which seem to have 
no connection with their ap- 
pearance.

FUTURE REGULATION INDUSTRY 
BEING STUDIED BY LAWYERS OF 
NRA FROM TREATY STANDPOINT

The possibility of using the fed- 
eral government's treaty making 
power as the basis for future reg- 
ulation of industry is being stud- 
led by a group of .NRA lawyers. 
They have been. directed to ex- 
plore every possible constitutional 
authority upon which new • NRA 
legislation might be based if the 
government should again wish to 
experiment with something of that 
kind. 
Canvassing 
the 
situation, xt 
lawers' have become interested in 
the broad treaty making power 
granted 
the federal 
government 
by the constitution. That document 
provides that treaties shall be "the 
supreme law of the land, • • any- 
thing In the constitution or laws 
of any state to the contrary not- 
withstanding." 
Following through with that 


Idea, the lawyers also are study- 
Ing the conventions or treaties 
originating with the international 
labor organization at Geneva, to 
which the United States belongs. 
Although most of these conven- 
tions were negotiated before the 
United States joined in 1934, and 
have' not been ratified by this 
government, they deal with such 
subjects as hours of industrial em- 
ployment, child labor, night work, 
minimum wages, and other con- 
ditions of employment. 
What lawyers are studying is 
whether, if the United States rati- 
fied such a convention, or a treaty 
with a single nation governing 
woraking hours in industry or 
some other condition of employ- 
ment, the treaty would stand up 
as the "supreme law of the land," 
Other - constitutional 
provisions 
being exhaustively studied by the 
NRA lawyers involve the federal 
government's jurisdiction oer in- 
terstate commerce, taxes and ap- 
propirations, post" offices, govern- 
ment contracts, tariff rates, and 
war emergencies.

"WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—(/P>- 
The NRA consumers division re- 
ported today that gasoline sold 
under a trade name was a tan- 
talizing uncertainty—and further- 
more that the ordinary motorist 
who buys high octane (high test) 
fuel wastes his money. 
Both remarks were made • In 


the division's second Issue of a 
new bulletin titled 
"The 
Con- 


sumer." 
\ 
Gasoline sold by so-called major 


companies, the bulletin said, "has 
a fair amount of uniformity, but 
the practice of swapping and ex- 
change which 
occurs 
in 
the 


quick adjustment of local mar- 
ket and the miscellaneous activi- 
ties of the Independent, give each 
gallon of gaioline 'sold under a 
trade name a tantalizing uncer- 
tainty." 


After sketching the history of 


gasoline, the report said: 


"The tendency in the market, 


of course, is to push sales as far 
as possible to the higher octane 
gasoline because of their higher 
price. 
"The consumer is Informed that 


nothing is too, good for his car 
and that if he'wishes to treat it 
well, he should give it the high- 
est octane gasoline. 


"The effect of this action is 


simply to waste his money. Since 
the ordinary 
automobile 
engine 


is constructed for a medium or 
low octane gasoline, it is unre- 
ceptlve to the higher octane, for 
which the consumer pays a dif- 
ferential, x x x . 


Trade Name. 


"Of outstanding importance in 
the market Is the trade name. 
x x x though crude petroleum 
varies greatly 
from 
field 
to 


field, gasoline, itself, 
when 
it 


comes from the refinery, is fair- 
ly uniform in quality. 
"However, in the attempt to 


save transportation costs there 
Is a rather general swapping of 
gasolines by the 
major 
com- 
panies behind the scenes, and 
the trade name 
under 
which 


gasoline 
is marketed 
gives an 


apparent uniformity to a 
very 


real chaos of source. 


"Moreover, 
since 
the 
major 


companies normally supply about 
80 per cent of their needs, they 
'are dependent upon the various 
assortments of gasoline sold by 
the independents upon the vari- 
ous assortments of gasoline sold 
by the. independents for the re- 
mainder of their supply.

FIRST MAJOR BILL 
FROM LEGISLATURE 


LIQUOR MEASURE IS NOT AT 


TOP LIST; PENSION BILL 


WITHOUT REVENUES 


AUSTIN, Nov. 9.—(/P)— 


Governor Allred received 
today the first major enact- 
ment of the second special 
session of the legislature, 
an old age pension adminis- 
trative bill that would be 
impotent without new taxes 
to pay the cost. 


With

celared, liquor regulation advanc- 
ed to a conference and observers 
believed a threatened legislative 
jam at the session end was mini- 
mized.

Both houses adjourned 
over the week end. 


Senators put

Speed to advance the program. 
The pension bill, previously ac- 
cepted by the house, was adopted 
19 to 6 with two pairs. That ma- 
jority, however, was two votes 
shy of the needed numb«r to make 
it effective on the governor's ap- 
proval. 
It cannot become opera- 


tive until 90 days after adjourn- 
ment. 


Another major problem, that of 
raising revenue to pay pensions 
and 
reduce the state's general 


fund deficit, had made little head- 
way in the senate. 


More Amendments Up. 


Two days of work had not dis- 
posed of all committee amend- 
ments which slashed a sizeable 
amount of probable revenue from 
the house omnibus tax bill. 
The 
pending question was a tax on 
production of Rae. 


One bloc wanted a flat rate of 
one-eighth of one cent per.,4,000 
cubic feet, with certain exemp- 
tions. 
An opposing 
group de- 


manded a levy of '8 1-2 per cent 
of the value at the well ,an in- 
crease of 1 1-2 per cent. 


Behind the fight on the 
bill 
proper lay the Issues of sales taxes 
and natural resource severance 
levies. Selective and general sales 
tax amendments were prepare!, as 
was one to hike the levies on oil, 
gas nnd sulphur production. 
Under the pension bill, a board 


of three members appointed by 
the governor would administer old 
age assistance of a maximum of 
$15 monthly from the state. Au- 
thorities believed ths federal gov- 
ernment could pay a maximum 
additional of $7.50. 


The pension administrator could 
trim payments to provide only 
reasonable subsistence in accord- 
ance with accustomed standards 
of living and to supplement other 
Income of pensioners to $360 a. 
year. 
Liquor Legislation 
Advanced Last Night

legislation moved toward final en- 
actment today after house drys 
took command of

Quorum Breakers Scored. 
"It is a downright shame and a 
crying disgrace," he said, "when 
members will deliberately break a 
quorum. The rules provide for ex- 
pulcton of members who purpose- 
iy absent themselves and If the 
necessity arises I will make the 
motion." 
Headed by Ernest Boyett, ser- 
geant-at-arms, house officers start- 
ed a systematic search of favorite 
legislative haunts, backed by or- 
ders from Speaker Coke Steven- 
son to use force and "break down 
their doors if necessary."

Took Off Perfectly 


RAPID CITY, S. D., Nov. 11.— 
(fl3)—Explorer II, the world's larg- 
est balloon, took. off at 7 a- m. 
(mountain standard time) today 
on its long awaited journey into 
the stratosphere for scientific ex- 
ploration. 
Culminating a six week wait for 


perfect weather, the giant craft 
rose successfully from the rock 
walled natural bowl,
